When  requesting  motion  pictures,  applicants  should  state  whether 
35-millimeter  (standard  width)  or  16-millimeter  (narrow  width),  and  whether 
silent  or  sound  motion  pictures  are  desired. 

There  are  no  rental  charges  for  films.  Borrowers  are  required  to  pay 
for  transportation  from  and  to  the  shipping  point.  The  western  distributors 
make  a  small  service  charge.  In  all  cases  it  is  necessary  that  some  respon¬ 
sible  person  assume  responsibility  for  transportation  charges,  as  well  as  for 
the  safe-keeping,  proper  use,  and  prompt  return  of  the  films. 

Applications  for  films  should  be  made  as  far  in  advance  as  possible 
and,  preferably,  should  specify  several  alternative  choices  of  subjects  and 
periods  of  time.  Do  not  ask  for  a  loan  period  longer  than  the  time  actually 
contemplated  for  the  use  of  the  picture  or  pictures  desired.  Schedules  of 
proposed  showings,  or  other  definite  information  indicating  the  use  proposed 
for  the  films,  should  accompany  applications.

Producing  Pedigreed  Breeding  Stock  for  use  at  training  schools  and  State 

under  the  National  Poultry  Improve-  hatchery  meetings.  Light  in  weight  and 
ment  Plan  (Figure  1,  following  page)  center  panel  may  be  used  for  a  display  of 

local  material.  Two  tables  each  6  feet 
long,  placed  end  to  end,  are  required  to 
display  the  exhibit  in  a  straight  line. 

It  may  be  shown,  however,  on  a  single 
table  3  feet  by  6  feet  by  omitting  the 
center  panel  and  placing  the  two  3-panel 
units  back  to  back.  The  tables  are  not 
supplied  with  the  exhibit,  because  the 
additional  weight  of  the  tables  would 
add  too  much  to  the  shipping  expenses. 

State  Fair  Exhibits 

National  Poultry  Improvement  Plan  Dimensions:  16'  -  18'  x  10'  x  8* 

Presents  its  information  principally 
by  means  of  lantern  slides  projected 
from  the  rear  by  an  automatic  stereopticon 
back  of  the  center  panel.  The  lantern 
slide  information  is  supplemented  by 
maps,  charts,  and  lettered  text.

Each  fair,  or  other  occasion  with  which  exhibition  arrangements  are 
made,  cooperates  by  depositing  with  the  Department  in  advance  a  sum  sufficient 
to  cover  the  costs.  The  amount  of  the  deposit  is  determined  by  calculating 
the  transportation  charges,  expense  of  warehouse  and  office  handling,  truck¬ 
ing,  and  such  materials  and  other  v/ork  as  may  be  required  at  as  near  cost  as 
can  be  anticipated,  full  advantage  being  taken  of  railroad  tariffs  that 
provide  for  the  movement  of  exhibits  at  reduced  rates.  Shipments  of  exhibits 
are  made  on-  Government  bills  of  lading,  and  the  charges  are  paid  from  the 
deposit  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture.

The  State  Fair  exhibits  are  usually  completely  engaged  during  the 
summer  and  fall  exhibition  season  each  year  on  circuits  of  large  fairs  and, 
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therefore,  are  not  available  for  scheduling  for  display  at  State  meetings. 
Also,  because  they  are  heaVy,  the  transportation  and  handling  costs  are 
rather  high* 

Department  exhibits  are  discarded  generally  every  few  years  when 
they  are  worn  out  or  have  served  their  purpose  and  others  a^e  built  to 
take  their  place  or  in  response  to  special  needs.
